End-of-School Calendar 
Released For District 

Last day May 30, ACHS Graduation June 6

After 13 snow days pushed the end of school to a much- 
discussed and fairly ambiguous time in Adair County, an end- 
of-school calendar has been released outlining the remaining 
weeks of the school year and establishing May 30 as the final 
day of classes in Adair County schools. 

“May 30 will be the last day of school, May 15 will be the 
last day for preschool, and June 6 will be the date for 
graduation at ACHS,” Director of Pupil Personnel Robbie 
Harmon said Tuesday. 

By law, schools are required to have 170 instructional days 
and total at least 1,062 instructional hours in a given school 
year. A piece of legislation approved last week in Frankfort, 
however, grants school districts a waiver for this year, 
following the abundance of winter weather across the state. The 
new bill allows schools to drop below the 170-day mark as long 
as the 1,062 instructional hours are still met. 

In order to meet the 1,062 hours, the Adair County Board of 
Education, along with Superintendent Alan Reed and Mr. 
Harmon, decided to add five minutes to the end of each school 
day, pushing the release time to 2:50 p.m. The change will take 
place on May 5. As previously planned, early release Fridays

By now I’m sure you’re all well aware that Fruit of 
the Loom decided last week to close its Jamestown 
plant. If you aren’t aware, flip back a page, read the 
story over, and come back. I’ll wait. Back? Good. 

So here we are. Six hundred jobs down the drain, 
and many of those individuals are Adair County 
residents. Now, let me say this before I even start, 
before a reader calls and sarcastically asks where I 
studied international business or how I became an 
expert on global economics: I’m not an expert, and 
I’m not going to offer a global take anyway. My 
focus is on this area. While I lack expertise, I do 
possess a common amount of common sense, and 
that seems like enough to explain the sheer ugliness 
of this whole situation. 

First of all, it’s frustrating that national politicians 
are using the 600 soon-to-be-unemployed workers at 
Fruit of the Loom as a weapon to disparage the 
opposing party. This is a political issue, in the sense 
that politicians created and have the power to remedy 
this problem, but that doesn’t mean this cause calls 
for political grandstanding—even though the 
responses have been predictable. It’s too important 
for petty politics, which of course guarantees that the 
statements have been petty and childish. 

Blame someone! That seems to be the most 
prominent solution so far. Since this whole situation 
stems from NAFTA, which has been around for more 
than 20 years and was supported by both Republican 
President George H.W. Bush and Democrat President 
Bill Clinton, both parties seem to think they can push 
all the blame onto the other party. I mentioned it in 
my story, but it’s laughable to me that Alison Grimes 
thinks it’s Mitch McConnell’s fault, while Ed 
Whitfield thinks it’s President Obama’s fault. I’m 
also pretty sure Wile E. Coyote said it was the 
Roadrunner’s fault and Kentucky basketball fans are 
blaming the closing on Rick Pitino.

Still 
though, we aren’t getting technology-related jobs 
around here either, and the people in this area that 
are willing to work hard deserve jobs. 

Kentuckians are hard-working people, and our 
politicians, both current and former, from both 
parties, have let us down. Hard talkers are aplenty, 
but Fm waiting for them to roll up their sleeves and 
actually do something. The Fruit of the Loom 
employees will soon have plenty of time on their 
hands; maybe they can give our representatives a 
demonstration. It can be called: “Do your job, 
because you’re lucky to have one.”

Because the meeting was 
specially called, law only allows 
the Board to entertain topics 
specifically listed on the agenda. 
That procedural restriction 
meant that the Board was unable 
to nominate a replacement for 
Grant, leaving the position of 
Vice-Chairman vacant for the 
time being. 

Following his election, Grant 
also welcomed new Board 
member David Herbst. 

“We’re extremely happy to 
have David as a member of the 
Board,” Grant said. “Thank you 
for agreeing to do this.” 

From there, the meeting 
shifted to the ever-important and 
much-discussed financial status 
of Westlake, presented by CFO 
David Hayes. 

“We’ve had some highs and 
we’ve had some lows,” Hayes 
explained. “That remained true 
for February.” 

Although Westlake’s percent 
occupancy is down nearly six- 
percent from this time last year, 
leading to a nearly 17-percent 
decrease in total patient revenue, 
which equates to roughly $5 
million in lost revenue, the 
hospital’s operating expenses are 
down more than $2 million. 

“That’s a good trend for us,” 
Hayes said. “And in the month 
of February, we had 1363 total 
outpatient and inpatient days, so 
that’s one of our best months in 
some time.” 

All told, Westlake’s overall 
numbers are up $583,394 on the 
year from last February, and 
with upgraded infrastructure, 
equipment and interior 
modernity, that improvement 
figures to continue going 
forward. 

Regarding the hospital tax, 
Hayes says that an additional 
$23,418 was collected in 
February, bringing the total thus 
far to $567,376.59—or more 
than 8 5-percent of the expected 
tax revenue. 

“We lack just over $98,000 
from having 100-percent—and 
that I think that’s a pretty good 
collection rate,” Hayes admitted. 

In other news at Thursday’s 
meeting, the Board of Directors: 


•Heard an administrative 
report from CEO Neal Gold. 
Gold began by continuing a 
discussion of the publicly 
scrutinized tax revenue. 

“The question keeps coming 
up: have we spent the tax 
money?” Gold opened. “The 
simple answer to that is that no 
we have not spent the tax 
money.” 

Gold went on to explain that 
the tax money just becomes a 
part of the hospital’s general 


fund and is not set aside as a 
special account. Therefore, the 
tax money itself simply remains 
as part of the overall funds of 
Westlake, so that while they may 
spend from the general fund, it 
is not specifically tax money. 
Since December, Westlake has 
purchased two new ultrasound 
machines and new plate readers 
for their improved digital X-ray 
system, among other 
technological improvements. 

“Westlake does not have old 
equipment anymore,” Gold 
proudly proclaimed. “We have 
state-of-the-art equipment, and 
all of it is as good as or better 
than any hospital around here.” 

Gold also shared that 


Westlake had spent $162,000 
toward the new roof, leaving an 
owed balance of only about 
$9,000, spent around $140,000 
on operations in February and 
March, and had paid a little on 
the newly installed PAC 
systems. In all, the Board has 
spent approximately $495,000 
on capital improvements, with 
another $342,000 on operations, 
leaving $1.4 million of the $2.2 
million once in the account still 
available. 


“People are free to come by 
and I’d be glad to show them 
where we’ve spent the money,” 
Gold said. “You can look around 
and see many of the 
improvements—new floors, new 
roof, new paint. 

“A year ago we were 
borrowing money hand-over-fist 
and now we have that money in 
the bank. We’re spending less 
money in order to get the job 
done in a better way.” 

• Approved $144,388 in bad 
debt write-offs. 

•Announced an upcoming 
Kids’Health Carnival, which 
will serve as a sort of health fair 
for children, featuring carnival 
games, prizes and healthy snack 


items. In addition to the fun and 
games, the Carnival will have an 
appearance from Kentucky Kate 
the Milking Cow, the Wolf 
Creek fish hatchery, the fire and 
sheriff’s departments, Kosairs, 
and the Air Evac and Air 
Methods, which will feature two 
helicopters, as well as an 
inflatable obstacle course, 

“Our health fair has been such 
a success, we thought ‘Why 
don’t we do something for the 
kids?”’ Gold said, explaining the 


Board’s decision on how to 
spend a recently-acquired grant. 

•Announced the purchase of a 
1999 Toyota Corolla to be used 
for the recently created 
marketing position. 

“There’s been a lot of 
controversy about this car,” 
Gold stated. “I bought a 1999 
Toyota Corolla for $3,500.” 

The car was purchased as an 
alternative to paying 52 cents 
per mile when using personal 
cars for travel. 

“Hopefully it will prove to be 
a sound financial decision and 
not one made to give someone 
the extra benefit of a 1999 
Toyota Corolla,” Gold joked. 

•Announced an upcoming

hearing in which Westlake

•Entered executive session in 
order to discuss proposed or 
pending litigation against or on 
behalf of the public agency.

“[The pay] ranged anywhere from what we pay now to up to $12 an hour or more,” Thomas said. 

Dispatchers’ compensation has been a topic at Fiscal Court meetings for several months now, as 
Thomas has lobbied for his employees to make slightly more as well as the institution of a standard 
pay scale based on certification, experience, and whether dispatchers are part-time or full-time. 

Dispatcher Joe Collins, who makes two dollars less an hour than he did a decade ago, also spoke to 
the Court. 

“[The pay] is kind of a smack in the face,” Collins said. “I’ve got people’s lives in my hands 
depending on me.” 

Thomas offered two proposals for a new pay scale, and left the final decision up to the Court. 

“It’s just up to you all now to decide how you want to handle it,” Thomas said. 

Despite the lengthy discussion, the magistrates agreed to look further into the matter and discuss a 
remedy again at next month’s meeting. No action was taken. 

“I’d like to look over it before the next meeting,” magistrate Billy Coffey said. Magistrate Sammy 
Baker agreed with Coffey, and the issue was tabled until May. 

Magistrate Daryl Flatt praised the dispatchers for the service they provide, and said that he had 
noticed a significant improvement in their communication over the past months. 

Thomas also asked the Court to approve the move of Dana Burton from a part-time dispatcher to 
full-time, which they did, and increased her pay to $8.50 per hour. 

Magistrate Flatt asked Thomas directly if the low pay of dispatchers made it hard to find part-time 
help, and Thomas responded affirmatively. 

“Yes. With good part-time, yes,” Thomas said. “They can go to McDonald’s and make the same.” 

In other business at Tuesday’s meeting: 

•The Fiscal Court agreed to hire two part-time employees at the Green River Animal Shelter. 

“The recommendation is to hire two part-times,” Judge Melton said. “We’re replacing one and keep¬ 
ing the others from going over their hours.” 

The recommendation was to hire two men that had previously been volunteering at the shelter, Jessie 
Anderson and Khalid AlShaheen. Both will be paid $7.75 per hour. 

•Judge Melton announced that while PRIDE will no longer fund a free tipping day in Adair County, 
the County would foot the bill and free tipping will be allowed from 7 a.m. until 3 p.m. on May 2, and 
from 7 a.m. until noon on May 3. 

Melton said that the decision to sponsor free tipping was made in part to discourage littering and 
illegal dumping.

said in a press release. 

All 600 employees will be 
laid off by Dec. 31, 2014, and 
cutbacks on production and staff 
will begin in June of this year. 
Operations will be moved to 
Honduras, where the company 
cited global competition and 
lower production costs as 
reasons for the move. There are 
fewer manufacturing regulations 
in Honduras than in the U.S. and 
employees work for only a 
fraction of what the workers in 
Jamestown made. 

Fruit of the Loom was once 
one of the largest providers of 
manufacturing jobs in the state 
of Kentucky, but with the 
announced closure of the plant 
in Jamestown, only corporate 
headquarters and a distribution 
plant remain in the Bluegrass. 

Several local and national 
politicians were quick to 
comment on the matter after the 
announcement was made last 
week, but most were more 
concerned with assigning blame 
than offering solutions. 

U.S. Rep. Ed Whitfield (R- 
Ky.) said the closure was a result 
of President Barack Obama’s 
energy policies. 

“It is very disappointing that 
President Obama’s EPA 
regulations have impacted the 
largest employer in Russell 
County,” Whitfield said in a 
press release Friday. “I will 
continue to work in Congress to 
stop overregulation and ensure 
businesses have certainty so 
they can create jobs.” 

Through a spokesperson, 
Kentucky Secretary of State 


Alison Lundergan Grimes, the 
Democrat challenger to Sen. 
Mitch McConnell’s seat in 
Congress, blamed the 
Republican for the closure, 
mentioning his record of voting 
in support of tax breaks for 
companies that send jobs out of 
the U.S. 

Political jockeying aside, one 
of south central Kentucky’s 
largest employers will be gone 
by the end of the year, and the 
impact will be felt all around. 
Jamestown will lose the 
occupational tax dollars that 
Fruit of the Loom’s employees 
paid to the city, which was 
reportedly more than $200,000 
annually. 

Hundreds of people will be 
out of work, including families 
where both spouses work at the 
plant, and unemployment 
numbers in Russell and 
surrounding counties will rise as 
a result. Some workers will 
qualify for unemployment and 
other aid, but as one employee 
who wished to remain 
anonymous said, “That’s fine if 
you can live on the 
unemployment. People with a 
mortgage and kids won’t make it 
off that though.” 

The announcement of plans to 
close was unexpected, according 
to Russell County Judge- 
Executive Gary Robertson. 

“Fruit of the Loom’s 
announcement that they plan to 
close by the end of the year 
came as a complete shock to 
myself and every other county 
official,” Robertson wrote 
Friday on the Russell County 


Fiscal Court’s facebook page. 
“A loss of 600 jobs is something 
that a small community like 
Russell County usually has a 
hard time overcoming. Sadly, 
there will be no magic potion or 
quick fix solution to this 
problem.” 

Robertson added that he has 


been in contact with Gov. Steve 
Beshear in Frankfort, and is 
working to assure that as many 
employees as possible are given 
all the assistance available to 
help them make it through this 
difficult time and find new 
employment.

Foimer LWC Men’s Basketball Coach Don Green 
Remembered As One Of College’s Great Coaches 


Hall of Fame Lindsey Wilson College men’s basketball coach 
Don Green was remembered as a quintessential coach whose 
concern for his players extended beyond the game. 

Green died after a short illness on Tuesday, April 1, in Lady 
Lake, Fla., with his wife, Mary Jo, at his side. He was 82. 

Green came to Lindsey Wilson from Louisville, Ky., in 1950 to 
play basketball at the then 
junior college. He played two 
years for the Blue Raiders, 
earning all-conference honors 
in 1951-52. 

Green returned to his alma 
mater to coach the men’s 
basketball from 1962-70. 

During those eight seasons, 
his teams compiled a 133-69 
record, and Green led the 
Blue Raiders to four 
Kentucky Junior College 
Conference regular-season 
championships and a pair of 
KJCC tournament titles. 

Green had three 20-win 
seasons at LWC, and his 
teams appeared in two 
National Junior College 
Athletic Association National 
tournaments. He was inducted 
into the Lindsey Wilson 
Athletic Hall of Fame in 
2008. 

“I played for a lot of 
coaches, but the exceptional 
thing about Coach Green was 
that he understood how to be 
hard on us but be fair with us 
at the same time,” said LWC 
alumnus Russell Lunsford of 
Elizabethtown, Ky. “Most of 
the guys who played for him 
just adored him, and most of 
the guys who played for him 
would run through a block 
wall for him.” 

LWC men’s basketball 
coach Paul Peck said Green 
kept up with the Blue Raiders. 

“Coach Don Green loved 
Lindsey Wilson College,” 

Peck said. “Whenever our 
paths crossed, he would 
always ask about Lindsey 
Wilson and spoke of his fond 
memories of when he was on 
campus. I’ve always had great admiration for his coaching ability. 
He was a true X and O coach and his teams were always 
knowledgeable and incredibly well-prepared. The coaching 
community lost a great coach with Coach Green’s passing.” 

Lunsford said he kept in touch with his former coach over the 
years, and he presented Green with his LWC Athletic Hall of Fame 
plaque in 2008. Up until his illness, Green played golf “four or five 
days a week, and he was very active,” Lunsford said. 


Green made history at LWC in 1969 when he integrated the 
men’s basketball team by offering a scholarship to Adair County 
High School senior Fred Smith. That was the same year the 
University of Kentucky integrated its men’s basketball team. 
Lunsford said Green “understood the game completely.” 

“He knew how to put things together,” Lunsford said. “He liked 

transition basketball, which of 
course was real popular back 
then.” 

By the time Lunsford came 
to LWC, the college’s 
gymnasium, which is now 
part of the W.W. Slider 
Humanities Center Recital 
Hall, had fallen into disrepair 
and was relegated to practice- 
use as LWC played its home 
games at the old Adair County 
High School gymnasium. 

“We always said if you 
could dribble on that floor, 
you could dribble anywhere,” 
Lunsford said. “It was a lot of 
hard work (to play for Green), 
but we had a lot of fun.” 

Green’s 1969-70 LWC team 
— which scored at least 100 
points six times that season — 
rose to No. 5 in the national 
junior college rankings before 
losing to Paducah (Ky.) 
Community College in the 
regional tournament. 

“We just just had one bad 
game at the regional where 
Paducah beat us, or we would 
have been in the national 
tournament,” Lunsford said. 

Green left LWC after that 
season to coach at 
Elizabethtown (Ky.) 

Community College. 

Lunsford played for green at 
E’town after he got out of the 
Army in 1973. 

“Twice in my life he was 
there to help me help when I 
needed help — when he 
recruited me to Lindsey 
Wilson and when I got out of 
the Army,” Lunsford said. “He 
helped out so many people.” 
Lunsford said that four 
players from Green’s teams — two from LWC and two from E’town 
- started for Kentucky Wesleyan College’s 1973 NCAA College 
Division Basketball Championship team, now known as the NCAA 
Division II Championship. 

Green left Elizabethtown to coach and eventually serve as 
athletic director at Chattanooga (Tenn.) State Technical Community 
College. He finished his coaching career with more than 450 wins.

I’ll admit, I’m still stinging from 
Monday night. After a tumultuous 
season of expectations, disappoint¬ 
ment, frustration, jubilation and 
redemption, the Cats fell just short 
of the ultimate goal. Despite it lin¬ 
gering in my mind and emotions, I 
won’t use this space to break down

The Fab Five lost in the NCAA Championship game, just 
as the (let’s go with) Sensational Seven did Monday night. 
Seasons that served as the closest mirror images of one 
another with regards to hype, impact and performance, ulti¬ 
mately ended the same way. Clearly, I would have preferred 
the Cats to go one step further than Michigan’s super-crop 
of freshmen, but in failing to win a title, they still succeeded 
in leaving a legacy. 

As hard as it may be to do, remove your feelings toward 
Kentucky basketball from the equation. Forget that I’m a 
Cats fan. Forget that you’re a Cats fan or that you can’t 
stand the program, coach, players, fans, state, or whatever 
else. Focus instead on the narrative, and the plot of this jour¬ 
ney as a whole. Focus on the remarkable story these seven 
freshmen and two sophomores composed. 

That story means that a lot of other stories need to be 
revised, if not thrown out altogether. The story that said 
inexperience couldn’t win in March, that said so many indi¬ 
vidual egos couldn’t blend in a short time to succeed 
together, that said any certain players or coaches were over¬ 
rated—they’re all historical fiction now. 

Kentucky played poorly Monday night, and while much 
of that credit goes to UCONN’s quickness, gameplan and 
tenacity, essentially none of the blame for that goes on 
youth. That same youth was there as the Cats made one of 
the most sensational runs in NCAA history, capped off by 
some of the biggest moments we’ve seen in years —all 
spurred on by a talented group of teenagers. A loss does 
nothing to diminish any of that. 

It does leave feelings of what might have been, perhaps 
even what should have been, but just as Michigan’s Fab 
Five remains one of the most memorable teams to ever play 
the game, despite not winning a title, this version of the 
Kentucky Wildcats may very well do the same. Of course, 
much of that depends on the professional careers of some of 
the members, as Webber, Rose and Howard all left lasting 
impacts on the NBA ranks and helped bolster their legacy— 
but as I said weeks ago, this group is well on its way. 

I’m not advocating that there is any special pride in that 
fact. I’m not trying to proclaim a moral victory or saying 
that it’s okay that UK fell short of history on Monday. I’m 
not saying that because it isn’t necessary. The merits of what 
this team accomplished and what it meant to the sport can 
stand on its own, and their story needs no embellishing or 
caveats. 

That’s the important thing to remember. While there are 
countless critics of the idea of such a freshmen-laden team, 
or the way Kentucky handles its program in general, you’re 
hard-pressed to find a true fan of college basketball that 
doesn’t feel as if this postseason run was a wonderful expe¬ 
rience to be a part of. Whether you were cheering for or 
against Kentucky, you were cheering, and when it comes to 
sport, that’s essentially all any of us ask. 

There are a million side notes about the season, ranging 
from the overall lack of tournament success or lasting 
impact from a string of the nation’s other top freshmen, to 
the beautiful exposing of the NCAA performed by UCONN 
as a team banned from last post-season due to APR (essen¬ 
tially grades, graduation and retention rates) winning the 
biggest prize in the sport, but players and stories dominate 
the sports landscape, and these players and their story left an 
indelible mark. 

While Monday night may not have been the storybook 
ending many across this state were hoping either for or 
against, the story itself is undeniable. And whether there are 
further chapters to be written as the young men on that team 
make decisions about their future, it’s a book we may all 
look back on for decades to come—just like we do with the 
Fab Five.

will still end on April 25. 

“The one thing we looked at and that the board 
considered was that we could have added 15-20 minutes 
to the day and possibly move the release date back a few 
more days,” Harmon explained. “But we wanted to 
strike a good balance between getting those instructional 
hours and getting out of school at a reasonable time. We 
didn’t want to put incredibly long days on our students.” 

The passed legislation also allows for schools to be in 
session on Primary Election Day, May 20, as long as no 
schools in a district are used as a polling station. No 
schools in the Adair County district are used for polling, 
so schools will be in session on May 20. School will 
also be in session in Adair County on Memorial Day, 
May 26. 

Before the legislation was passed, Adair County High 
School established June 6 as its graduation date in order 
to allow families and friends of graduates to make plans 
to attend. That date will remain untouched, despite 
school ending the week before. 

In all, the changes will yield 169 instructional days for 
Adair County students, and provide a total of 1,063 
instructional hours. 

“We’ve been asked why we didn’t do 30 minutes a 
day like some other districts did,” Harmon continued. 
“We were fortunate to only miss 13 days, while some of 
them missed around 30. We just didn’t think it was a 
good fit to miss four or five instructional days, or to 
have each day last that long.” 

“This feels like the best of both worlds,” he added. 
“Our first priority isn’t getting kids out of school as 
soon as possible, it’s providing the best education we 
can, and we feel like we found that healthy balanace.” 



Spring Practices Underway for LWC Football

Preparations for the 2014 football season are underway for head coach Chris Oliver and the Lindsey

“We have a couple positions where we lost some key players and you always have to find guys to 
replace that production. Offensive line is a position where we had three starters that graduated so we’re 
anxious to see those young guys continue to develop and step up to establish depth within that group,” 
Oliver said. “Defensively we have a large number of guys back who have played and started in the past 
so we expect that to be a more veteran group and I think we’ve seen that start to show throughout these 
first few practices.” 

Even after a program-record eight wins in 2013, Coach Oliver knows the hard work and dedication 
must continue in order for the program to reach higher levels of success. 

“We have to understand that you do not just show up and start with last year’s record. It’s not about 
just giving a little bit more effort and that automatically means you win nine, 10 or 11 games,” Oliver 
said. “You have to go out and prepare with the same passion as you did before and then some. Last 
year’s record is out the window and the thing we know is we’re not going to sneak up on anybody. 
We’re going to get the best effort from everyone we play and we have to be ready to go out and match 
that.”
